Amongst the successful encounters with enemy 
submarines the following serve to illustrate the 
diversity ot the methods employed to deal with 
this scourge of the seas. 

A torpedo gunboat sighted the periscope of 
& submarine on the starboard bow about 600 
yards away. The captain ewung the ship round 
until the object was on the port bow, travelling 
slowly in the Opposite direction; when about 50 
yards from the ship the périscope disappeared, 
and the gunboat, whose speed was then 17 
knots, altered her course, so that she passed 
directly over the submarine. The impact of a 
collision was felt forward, and when the captain 
judged that she was passing under the after- 
part of the ship, an explosive charge was 
dropped. The ship was immediately turned, and 
& second charge dropped when the first had ex- 
ploded. A seaplane, which was sent up, circled 
round for an hour, and revorted large patches 
of oil on the surface. A grou» of mine-sweepers, 
sweeping the bottom later. reported an obstruc- 
tion in this place 

A torpedo boat on patrol in the Atlantic ob- 
served a steamer torpedoed by a submarine. 
She proces ded to her assistance, and shortly 
afterwards the steamer sank. Having picked up 
the survivors, the torpedo boat circled round 
searching for the submarine, and shortly after- 
wards a white patch in the water was sighted 
right “ahead. The torpedo boat made straight 
for the spot, actually grazing -over the sub- 
marine. An explosive ‘charge was dropped 
she passed under the stern, and, turning found 
with all epeed, a second, and then a third.

Japanese destroyers of 1,000 troops froin the 


torpedoed Pennsylvania, a report has come to 


hard from the Japanese Admiral of a fine piece 
of work, in which our Far Eastern Allies, by 
ood seamanship and great rapidity of action, 
ept at bay, and probabiy destroyed, an enemy 
submarine,: protected an escorted transport, pro- 
duced smoke-screens for a great torpedoed liner, 
and galved all the passengers and crew of the 
liner—55U persons, including women and 
children—in the space of a little over an hour. 

The name of the vessel concerned and the 
locality are not published. The captain of the 

iner has reported in warm terms of the great 

indness and attention shown by the officers and 
crew of the Japanese destroyers, who, from 
their scanty stores and appiiances, did so much 
for the passengers, and said how much all were 
impressed by the splendid seamanship displayed 
on the occasion. The owners also officially 
expressed to the Japanese Government their 
sincere gratitude and appreciation for the ser- 
vices rendered by the Tenabiens destroyers, an 
expression which has called forth a reply that 
this has caused a deep feeling of pride and satis- 
faction to the Japanese authorities. 

The official report states that on a fine even- 
ing, with calm seas, but very dazzling sunshine, 
the liner, which together with the transport was 
being escorted by Japanese destroyers, wads snd- 
denly torpedoed by an enemy submarine on her 
starboard bow. The Japanese ships immediately 
rushed at full speed to the scene, and ‘opened 
fire.on the position where it was estimated the 
U boat was located. At the same time the 
disabled liner turned her bow to port, and the 
transport steamed at full speed from her dan- 
serous position, ‘The Japanese now produced 
smoke-screens tO protect the liner from further 
attack, while another Japanese destroyer, not so
